ing news reported on another page that the Royal Fine Art Commission 
intends to make an appointment to fill a newly created post of Deputy 
Secretary will be welcomed on all scores. Annual reports in recent years have 
only added to perennial wonder that an organisation charged with such an 
important task should have been able to get through so great an annual volume 
of work with a constitution which provides for services given voluntarily by 
the Commissioners backed by a staff which numerically is ludicrously small. 
Only the devoted service given by the Commission as a whole has enabled the 
work to go forward. 

Yet, as we have pointed out before, the present situation cannot be regarded 
with complete satisfaction. Successive annual reports have drawn attention to 
cases where the Royal Commission’s advice and influence could have prevented 
damage to amenity but where the chance has been lost because either they were 
brought to the Commission’s notice too late or because physical limitations of 
administration made effective action impossible. The addition of a Deputy 
Secretary should go far towards rectifying this position. But not, it must be 
feared, the whole way, for with the fast-increasing number of cases in which 
the Commission’s advice is sought or where it could advisedly step in, it is 
questionable whether the number of Commissioners is adequate to the volume 
of business. All the present holders of office are busy men with many calls 
upon their time, some of which take them abroad for considerable periods. 
It would seem quite essential, if reasoned and prompt decisions are to be taken 
in matters concerned with new development projects in which delay can be very 
costly, that the number of Commissioners should be added to. 


TIMBER IMPORTS 


HE timber trade is in trouble. Some five years ago, the Monopolies Com- 
mission investigated the arrangements governing the import of timber into 
this country, and reported that in certain aspects these arrangements were 
operating against the public interest. These arrangements are somewhat complex 
comprising three main classes of trader—the shipper, the shipper’s agent 
(usually resident in the UK) and the importer, who is the first owner of the 
timber in this country. The importer may sell direct to the user or to a non- 
importing merchant. In fairness to the timber trade, it should be emphasised 
that this system appears to have grown up for sound economic reasons and 
that each class of trader has his own specialised function. The Monopolies 
Commission in their 1953 report appear to have recognised this, and indeed 
thought it likely that timber generally would continue to be imported in this 
way. Moreover, the Commission saw little objection to the practice of the 
Timber Trade Federation (TTF) in maintaining approved lists of agents and 
importers for hardwood, softwood and plywood. 

What the Commission objected to were the agreements by which the traders 
on these lists undertook to deal only with each other. That is, an agent under- 
took to sell only to an importer on the list and the importer to deal only with 
agents on the list. The Commission recommended that these agreements should 
be abrogated. The timber trade did not take kindly to this recommendation 
but under pressure from the Government the TTF decided that the agreements 
should be abrogated. The Monopolies Commission in a recently published 
report—summarised in our issue of last week—say that the agreements were in 
fact abrogated in 1954. The TTF also gave undertakings to the Minister that 
the agreements would not be replaced by arrangements to a similar effect. 

There followed, however, a series of events which the Commission interpret 
as the making of arrangements similar in effect to the agreements which had 
been abrogated. The Commission go into these matters in some detail in their 
report—there is a touch of the ‘ whodunit’ about some of the passages—but 
the general picture is simple enough. At various meetings there was a consensus 
of opinion that importers should not buy from, and agents should not sell to, 
persons not named in the appropriate list. Advice to the effect was contained in 
letters issued to various sections of the trade. Moreover, two agents who tested 
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the new conditions by selling direct to a large consumer of imported hardwood 
found themselves in trouble. One of the agents frankly reported what he had 
done, and, although there is some conflict of evidence, the Commission are 
satisfied that certain of the importers who were present at the meeting said in 
effect that they would stop trading with him. In any event, both agents found 
in practice that imperters with whom they were accustomed to do business 
would no longer buy from them. Faced with hostile atmosphere and loss of 
business both importers decided that it was not worth while to deal direct with 
consumers. 

The TTF point out that all this is quite different from the situation prior to 
1954. Then the policy of the trade was embodied in formal written agreements 
and undertakings by the firms concerned. What happened subsequently was 
that a common policy was agreed at meetings and that the letters to the trade 
were simply for the guidance of firms who were bewildered as to what they 
ought to do. There is some substance in the TTF’s argument, but we think that 
the Commission are right in saying that, judged by their effects, these arrange- 
ments are similar. What matters is not whether the arrangements are embodied 
in formal agreements but whether traders are in fact free to conduct their 
business as they wish. 

The Commission do not make any recommendations for action either by 
the Government or the trade. Plainly, the TTF are in a difficulty. They genuinely 
believe that the restrictions in question are best for the trade and ultimately 
serve the public interest. It may be difficult for them to withdraw the advice 
which they have given to this effect. The Government are also in a difficulty 
in that they have lost credence to the view that it is quite proper for individual 
importers to say that they will not deal with agents who sell direct to consumers, 
so long as there is no concerted action to this effect. But once this is admitted, 
agents are faced with the possibility of losing business and are thus faced with 
a very powerful sanction. The real remedy lies not so much in formal action 
either by the Government or by the TTF but in a real change of outlook. 
There must be a real belief in the virtues of freer trade, and that applies not 
only to the TTF but to a large part of British industry, management and labour. 


‘HAIL TO THEE, BLITHE SPIRIT .. 2 


F recent weeks our readers may have observed a certain lightness of heart 
entering into our leader columns—an occasional touch of nonsense, 
fantasy or fun. This is not to be taken as a mere turn of flippancy in the editorial 
chair; neither does it denote any less serious concern for the affairs and fortunes 
of the building world which we serve. On the contrary, it is this very concern 
which prompts us to wonder whether we have not all of late become so obsessed 
with our difficulties, immersed in our introspections and confounded by our 
science, that we have become blind to the fun still to be found here and there. 
Never was there a time when architects were so beset with their own worries 
and cares. Ata time when all their skill and patience are needed for the study 
of new methods and materials in the vast building programmes which come 
under their direction, they are attacked from without and within and they have 
become a race of harassed men. If they would be pioneers they must also be 
practised apologists; they can only be artists if they are prepared to be expert 
technicians at the same time; if they make a mistake, the Courts await them: 
and woe betide the poor architect who has no head for finance. Small wonder 
if they appear ponderous and humeourless to the outside world. 

Meanwhile, among themselves, they wrestle with problems of policy, educa- 
tion, professional status, remuneration and the rest. Life is real, life is earnest. 
Gone are the Characters and the Wits of an earlier age, and with them 
the panache, the flamboyance, the Lutyens story and the Reilly flourish. The 
‘giants’ of yesteryear have given place to angry young men at one end of the 
scale with benign seniors at the other. Somewhere between the two, con- 
scientious, hardworking architects painstakingly practise their art and try 
their best to please, whilst clever young critics scribble away, their pens out- 
running their judgment. 

The builders go grimly on, likewise struggling against odds, battling with 
problems of labour, standards of work and codes of practice; more and more 
specialists bring more and more materials to their notice; quantity surveyors 
measure and price and produce variations; planning officers give consents and 
withhold consents; Research Stations research and Design Councils take 
counsel. The whole business of building plods virtuously, ponderously on. 

Only occasionally do we catch a glimpse of the resilient spirit and the imagina- 
tion detached from its care-binding chains. Light and hope return when Sir 
Hugh tells of his travels or Mr. Betjeman of his architect friends. All hail 
to these blithe spirits who temper their judgment with humour and humanity 
and rise unfettered from the chains. Hearts need gladdening in this industry. 
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Notes of the Week 


Conservative Policy 
PPHE booklet Onward in Freedom 
which has been issued by the Con- 
servative Party to coincide with the 
launching of its national recruiting cam- 
paign is a straightforward and unequi- 
vocal statement of the Party’s aims. For 
those engaged in the building industry, 
whatever the political beliefs held, the 
booklet has much to interest. Especially 
will the growing band of builders who 
are sensible of the need to sell their know- 
ledge and skill overseas commend the 
declared intention of the Party to expand 
the flow of capital to under-developed 
countries. Britain’s future contribution, 
which already averages about £200 mil- 
lion a year, will include extension and 
improvement of the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts. This, in our view, 
is not before its time: and the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and the 
newly-born Federation of the West 
Indies are only two of the Common- 
wealth members where a reinforcement 
of effort directed towards increasing 
natural resources is due. 


THE BOOKLET is remarkable for one thing 
~an omission of special reference to 
housing, which has been one of the 
Party’s principal political planks, with 
the exception of the statement: *‘ We 
believe that more and more people should 
be owners as well as earners, and we plan 
to enlarge the opportunities and simplify 
the arrangements for the ownership of 
shares and for the purchase of houses.’ 
It will be interesting to learn what the 
latter reference means. No doubt, some 
cut in the amount of stamp duty may be 
contemplated, and this would be a popu- 
lar and just move. What many would like 
to see would be a campaign by the Minis- 
try of Housing and Local Government to 
make better known the provisions of the 
Housing Act which enable house pur- 
chasers to borrow the necessary money 
from their local authority at a_ rate 
normally one-half per cenit. above the 
rate at which Local Government itself 
can borrow from the Public Loans Board. 
At the present time, when the Bank Rate 
is 44 per cent. and Building Societies have 
been recommended to continue charging 
6 per cent. on their mortgages, this 
could show house-owners a considerable 
advantage. The Minister would do well 
to consider, at the present time, the ad- 
vantage of issuing a circular to local 
authorities reminding them of their 
powers under the Act. The Government's 
implied intention of relying on the house- 
building industry to meet the bulk of the 
housing demand (it should be noted that 
the number of private-built houses in the 
current year may well top 125,000 while 
public housing is expected by 1959 to 
drop to about 120,000 annually) makes 
the supply of capital for such purposes 
at a cheaper rate the more important.

vestors, and of a consequence to retain 
the lending rate to house-purchasers at 
6 per cent., has not had a particularly 
good Press. The Societies’ difficulties in 
a fluctuating money market are appreci- 
ated, but not by borrowers who now find 
themselves still committed to paying 14 
per cent. above Bank Rate. The Societies 
claim that they have not varied the rate 
charged though the Bank Rate has fluctu- 
ated six times in the last two years, but 
this is a little ingenuous, for some mem- 
ber societies at least have extended the 
period of repayment, which comes much 
to the same thing. It remains a matter for 
regret that home-ownership, admittedly 
one of the great stabilising factors in any 
economy, should be subject to the influ- 
ence of fluctuating money rates. 


Building Work Overseas 


CONGRATULATIONS ARE DUE to the 
group of British contractors who, as 
figures given elsewhere show, have carried 
out more than £114m. of constructional 
work in the year ended March last. This 
is £12m. more than in the previous twelve 
months and £27m. more than in the year 
ended March, 1956. It thus constitutes a 
record, One in which those who have 
contributed may justly take pride. Never- 
theless, there are some features which are 
disturbing, notably that the new contracts 
obtained during the year to March last 
in the dollar area fell by £9m. from the 
figure of £35m. obtained in 1956/57. 
Canada, of course, is the country in 
which opportunity predominates, and the 
fall is against the trend of construction 
activity which had continued to rise. It 
must be hoped that this drop is tempo- 
rary in nature only. New Zealand, Paki- 
stan and South Africa were other coun- 
tries where there has also been a fall in 
the volume of work executed. 

Next year’s figures will include the 
value of the civil engineering part of such 
contracts for nuclear power stations as 


have been obtained by the five consort- 
iums formed to construct such stations. 
It is too early to assess the chances, but 
the interest that has been shown by

S reported in The Builder, September 12, work on the 
St. Albans By-Pass, which is the southern end of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway is slightly ahead of schedule. 
Twenty-two of the 26 bridges on Contract I are well 
under way and ten are up to deck level. Each bridge must 
be ready as the concrete-laying train reaches the site. 
The target day for completion is October 31, 1959, and to 
achieve that objective the contractors must complete, on 
an average, one mile of motorway every month. 
Contract 1 extends from the North Orbital-road at 
Park-street (south of St. Albans) to Pepperstock, south- 
west of Luton, where it joins the main London-Yorkshire 


motorway. 


Pepperstock an elevated roundabout 


will give access to A6 south of Luton. Most of the 
carriageway will have three traffic lanes in each direction 
within an effective overall width of 112 ft. Entry to the 
by-pass other than at the commencement will be restricted 
to three points only: Breakspear from Hemel Hempstead; 
Friar’s Wash from A5; and Pepperstock from A6.

avoid breaks in traffic flow. The cost of this part of the 
by-pass is about £4,500,000. 

Shown on the opposite page are a number of models 
of typical bridges to be built on this section of the motor- 
way. Slightly modified versions of them will be used at 
different locations as indicated by the numbers. 

Of the 26 bridges included in Contract I, Hertfordshire 
County Council have designed 13 and Sir Owen Williams 
and Partners 13. All the bridges are being constructed 
of reinforced concrete in situ except the Railway Bridge 
at Redbourn, which has precast concrete cantilever and 
beam units. 

Sir Owen Williams and Partners have designed a Portal 
type bridge which, with only slight variation, is adaptable 
to almost any site, while the Hertfordshire County Council 
have treated each site independently and designed a 
Slab type bridge to suit individual locations. Starting 
and completion dates for the bridges were fixed to fit into 
an overall programme of earthworks and carriageway 
concreting. 

Work has now started on Contract II which covers a 
five mile section between Beech Tree and the Watford 
By-Pass at Aldenham. The contractors are Fitzpatrick 
and Sons (Contractors), Ltd., Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts, Ltd., and Lehane, Mackenzie and Shane, Ltd..

SIR, It was with considerable interest 
that | read Mr. A. P. Holdsworth’s 
contribution (The Builder, September 5) 
in reply to that of his ‘fellow member 
from Stratford - upon - Avon’ (The 
Builder, August 22). Being a member 
myself of the honourable profession of 
quantity surveying but without, fortu- 
nately, having to carry the cross of a 
charter, which would seem to bear so 
heavily on the shoulders of both my col- 
leagues (if Mr. Holdsworth will excuse 
the expression), I feel that I cannot let 
this opportunity pass without presenting 

another viewpoint on this question. 

Having a very deep sense of loyalty to 
my profession and at the same time occupy- 
ing ‘a key position with an industrial organ- 
isation’ | must vehemently disagree with the 
Suggestion that *1 must solely concern my- 
self with increasing its profits--no matter 
how honestly they are acquired.’ Surely 
to apply one’s professional knowledge and 
experience to the making of a profit is in 
itself not to be decried, and surely (honesty 
for the moment apart) there is no difference 
whether such application benefits the direc- 
tors of an industrial company or the part- 
ners of a professional firm. If there is, 
what of the positions of our cousins so 
employed in the other great professions, 
viz., architecture, accountancy, etc., etc.: 
are the terms of their charters to be 
questioned? 

It must be taken, therefore, that the degree 
of honesty employed in the obtaining of 
profits is Mr. Holdsworth’s point. Has he 
considered that honesty is a personal attri- 
bute and that the lack of it, collectively 
amongst individuals working together to one 
end, amounts to conspiracy, and conspiracy 
in contractural matters to fraud and so on? 
The enormity of his suggestion surely is 
obvious but what of its truth? 


1 suggest that honesty is essentially an 
individual matter, that it always pays, and 
that in a not inconsiderable number of years 
of practising quantity surveying whilst in the 
employ of industrial organisations I have 
never been forced, or found it necessary, 
to deviate from it in my duties at all. 

Let the Mr. Robathans take heart; if they 
are prepared to remain loyal to themselves 
and to their profession, rather than to any 
particular secular division thereof, they will 
find much room for the true practice of 
quantity surveying well within the bounds 
of honesty, scrupulous fairness and even 
extreme lack of bias (and that the benefits 
to be obtained from their ‘hard won 
diplomas’ remain) when they eventually 
join their colleagues at present practising 
happily within the framework of industrial 
organisations. As most assuredly they—or 
at least their sons—will, in due time. 

Lastly, may I make the point that when 
this time comes they will find that their 
directors, like their partners before them, 
will relate their income not so much to 
profits on the contracts with which they 
deal (the amount of which relies so much 
upon all round efficiency within the organ- 
isation rather than to the efforts of indi- 
viduals or individual departments) as to 
their proficiency at the task for which they 
were employed—to practice the honourable 
profession of quantity surveying.

This 
memorandum directs attention to two 
sources of technical information—the Build- 
ing Research Station book and the Institu- 
tion of Heating and Ventilating Engineers 
Guide to Current Practice. 

FIDOR evidently have not based thei 
claim on the BRS tables for average values. 
Both the BRS book and the IHVE Guide 
give additional concerning the way 
resistance of a roof structure varies accord- 
ing to specific conditions. The BRS value 
of 0.38 for one thing is based on a fibre 
board with a moisture content of 10-15 pet 
cent. with a thermal resistivity between 2.70- 
Bt at Figures are given in the IHVE Guide 
for fibre board with a varying moisture 
content. If the figure is based on fibre board 
being completely dry, the resistivity would 
be 2.94. Again the resistance of the air gap 
in the BRS figure is taken (nominally) as 
0.5 (presumably because such air gaps are 
generally ventilated). Both the BRS and the 
IHVE Guide provide figures for still air 
which would provide an approximate resist- 
ance of 1.0. It would be interesting to know 
if the FIDOR figure has been obtained in 
this manner. 

There will be a temptation to prove com- 
pliance with the Act by means of calcula-

Car Parking in Front Gardens 
To the Editor of The Builder 
.IR.—With reference to the article in 

your issue of August 29, I suggest 
that by the co-operation of local authori- 
ties in the relaxation of a rigid building 
line, and also with a co-operative effort on 
the part of house occupiers, much could 
be done to ease the car-parking problems 
in front gardens. 

The authority concerned would have to 
consider each case presented to it on its 
merits, especially with regard to the appear- 
ance of the garage and its relation to ad- 
joining property in respect of obstruction of 
light and amenity. A limit to the height of 
the garage could be made and generally a 
flat roof insisted on. The building could be 
sunk a foot or so below footpath level 
where practicable. 

On corner sites with the easing of the 
building line, garages could be erected in the 
garden fronting the side road. In many of 
the larger houses it is possible to dispense 
with the front room and convert it into a 
garage. Where owners are willing, adjoin- 
ing entries could be combined to take the 
width of a car and the garages built in the 
garden of each house. Where owners and 
tenants agree to get together, a scheme 
could be evolved with the possible sacrifice 
of one house and a small portion of each 


garden to form a passage and erect garages 
at the bottom of each garden. Readers, no 
doubt, could make various other suggestions. 
With the enthusiasm and good will of 
house owners collectively and the co-opera- 
tion of the local authority the problem 
could be tackled.

To the Editor of The Builder 
4 1R,—With reference to your leading 
article on the parking of cars in built 
up areas [The Builder, August 29] I am 
certain a welcome contribution could be 
made in getting cars off the road, if the 
County Planning Authorities, particularly 
London and Middlesex, had a change of 
outlook. 

There are innumerable areas of locked-in 
ground, which incidentally constitute a 
nuisance value to tenants of adjacent 
gardens, that are suitable for garage 
development. There are also excessively 
long gardens to properties, at the end of 
which many owners would like to install a 
range of garages. 

The present policy of the Planning Auth- 
orities is to limit the number of garages 
permitted which invariably makes the 
scheme uneconomic by virtue of the long 
access roads, service, etc., and is therefore 
abandoned. 

In one recent appeal case, where a scheme 
for seven garages was disapproved, but 
where it stated that sympathetic considera- 
tion would be given for the erection of three 
garages, it was stated: * Neither the Borough 
Council, nor the Ministry of Transport, had 
any objection to the parking of cars in the 
residential streets of Hampstead... .”

Sun Balconies 


To the Editor of The Builder 
= IR,—While on a recent visit to Lon- 
don, the following points in relation 
to new buildings were noted. 

The majority of the newer flats in and 
around London have incorporated § sun- 
balconies in their structures; however in the 
main the construction of these balconies 
marred the general appearance of the eleva- 
tions, and were a source of danger to 
occupants with young children. 

The construction of walls on the majority 
of balconies observed was of brick or iron 
railings. The walls appeared to be an 
invitation to children to climb them in order 
to see over the top. and at 60 to 80 feet 
above ground level this constitutes a grave 
danger. The majority of the iron railings 
were losing their covering of paint, and in 
any case, would never blend with the 
natural weathering of the remainder of the 
building. 

With modern methods of concrete design 
and construction, a better, cleaner and safer 
method, requiring little or no maintenance, 
would surely have been slender, decorative, 
pre-stressed, post-tensioned upright panels 
(using the PSC, one wire system of post- 
tensioning), set about three inches apart 
and a decorative capping beam, bolted or 
grouted to the upright panels and built into 
the main walls of the building; the capping 
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also to be constructed in pre-stressed con- 
crete (PSC method). 

This method of construction would be an 
additional feature and add character to the 
elevation; it would also be safe, permitting 
children to see through. Furthermore, little 
or no maintenance would be required and 
such panels would weather naturally with 
the remainder of the building.

It is surprising that Mr 
Hughes appears to be unaware of the fact 
that ample supplies of blast furnace slag are 
available for concrete aggregate and that this 
material is eminently suitable for the pur- 
pose.

HE new building, named Austin Pilkington House in 

memory of Richard Austin Pilkington, has replaced 

the old gymnasium and is sited between the original 1900 

administrative block on the one side and the 1930 Boys’ 
Club on the other. 

The new four-storey addition comprises a combined 
gymnasium and assembly hall with changing rooms, 
restaurant and kitchen, billiards room, lounge and 36 
bedrooms. At top floor level the bedrooms are being 
used as a Superintendent’s flat until the additional bed- 
rooms allowed for are added. 

The problems of construction were complicated by the 
fact that the three existing buildings gave support to each 
other and care had to be taken in replacing the central one. 
Where possible existing services and heating equipment 
have been retained and added to, so that one plant (with 
a new oil-fired boiler) heats all three buildings. 

A feature of the new block is the extension of the 
restaurant in the form of a south-facing terrace; its amenity 
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value will be enhanced when the buildings opposite are 
cleared as is the intention under the development scheme. 
Internally the deep wall beams—occupying the full height 
of the first floor—have a 48 ft. span over the gymnasium. 
Championship badminton can therefore be played. 

The new block has been related to the buildings on 
either side and a ‘through’ entrance hall which is accessible 
from both lateral main roads gives access to the various 
parts. A further entrance at the front serves a completely 
se!f-contained portion which has been sub-let as bank 
premises. Over the platforms the accommodation 
(divided for flexibility by folding partitions) can be used 
either as retiring rooms from the hall or as bedrooms. 

Materials such as glass, tiles, precast slabs and terrazzo 
and wood veneers have been used with a view to minimum 
upkeep. The individual bedrooms are each equipped with 
a built-in wardrobe cupboards and a wash‘ basin; ‘each 
has adequate light and power plugs and radio diffusion.

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VODERNISATION OF AN 


Philadelphia’s Dramatic New Penn 
From a New York Correspondent 


pe ENG in the shadow of Philadelphia’s 

City Hall is one of the most dramatic 
urban developments in America today— 
the new Penn Center. The eyes of business 
and industrial America are upon that 
section of midtown Philadelphia which 
forms the key to the city’s future. 

Until 1952 when the last train ran from 
Broad Street Station, the Penn Center 
area was dominated by the red station 
building and the ‘Chinese Wall,’ which 
carried the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks 
to the banks of the Schulkill River. Never 
before in the history of a modern American 
metropolis had such an area become avail- 
able for creating a new city-within-a-city. 
Progressive planning has come of age in 
Philadelphia at an estimated cost of 150 
million dollars and a new city of functional 
architecture has sprung to life there. 

The four buildings which now make up 
Penn Center, include the Transportation 
Center, an 18-storey office building, con- 
nected by the new Greyhound Terminal to 
a three-storey parking garage; the first 
office skyscraper at No. 3 Penn Center, 
built by the architects Uris brothers; the 
new Sheraton Hotel, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Suburban Station Building. 
Leading architect of the centre is Vincent 
G. Kling. 


Open Planning 


Basic thinking behind the layout was to 
provide an area that would not only have 
an important business function but which 
would also be a showplace. Tree-dotted 
esplanades run between the buildings which 
occupy less than 50 per cent. of the area. 

Number 3 Penn Center is a 20-storey 
glass and steel office building. The Trans-

portation Center, a_ city 
block square, houses the 
central city offices of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the new Greyhound Bus 
Terminal. Underground 
ramps carry the buses from 
the crowded city streets to 
the spacious unloading 
zones below. A 1,000-car 
garage, restaurant and wait- 
ing room facilities have been 
built in also. 

Plans are in progress for 
three additional buildings to 
be erected on the site during 
the next few years. Number 
2 Penn Center will harmonise 
completely with the existing Number 3 
office building. To be 20 storeys high, 
this new building will cost approximately 
15 million dollars. It supposedly will be

completed in the early summer of next year. 

Underneath Penn Center a marvel of 
integrated development planning has taken 
shape. This five-city-block area is the hub 
of Philadelphia’s busiest rail, subway, and 
bus transportation lines. It is used already 
by more than 80,000 persons a day. 

To serve this rapidly growing market 
the Pennsylvania Railroad has developed a 
great concourse shopping centre as a major 
segment of Penn Center. Underground 
passageways as wide as streets are lined 
with air conditioned shops. Landscaped 
courts let air and sunlight down from the 
esplanade above. A large skating rink will 
provide recreation. _ More than 250,000 
sq. ft. of commercial space is available in 
the concourse. 

One of the great problems of modern 
cities—servicing centre city buildings—has 
been solved in the new Penn Center. 
Trucks no longer compete with private 
cars and public transport for street space. 
Instead, they use an ufiderground street 


with loading docks for servicing the 
buildings from basement level. 
The same solution was used in the 
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New Penn Center under construction. In the background is the

construction of the new Greyhound Bus 
Terminal. Buses go underground via a 
ramp opening from 19th Street to the 
passenger loading and unloading level. 
Complete maintenance facilities are next to 
the loading area, so that buses do not need 
to go into city traffic to get to garages and 
maintenance depots. 

One-and-a-half-million passengers will 
use the new terminal yearly reaching the 
peak during the summer months. In the 
underground system 20 buses can be loaded 
at atime. All the facilities and open spaces 
of the terminal were arranged, ‘with the 
aim of making the start and the finish of 
each passenger’s trip part of the enjoyment 
of travelling.’ 


The Sheraton Hotel 


The new Sheraton Hotel occupies an 
entire block in the centre. The 22-storey, 
16-million dollar building is of steel frame 
construction resting on a rocky foundation. 
The 1,000-room hotel is completely air- 
conditioned, with individual controls in 
each guest room. The first five floors are 
used for reception departments and a 
magnificent ballroom which accommodates 
1,632 persons at banquets and 2,500 at 
meetings, several restaurants, technical 
departments, and ‘hospitality’ rooms, where 
commercial guests may display wares, 
conduct meetings and entertain or hold 
private dinners. 

From the sixth to the twenty-first floor 
are the regular guest rooms and suites, 
all of which are outside rooms overlooking 
Philadelphia. The top (22nd) floor is 
made up entirely of luxury suites, including 
the presidential suite. The Sheraton was 
designed and planned by architects Perry, 
Shaw, Hepburn and Dean of Boston, with 
Mrs. Marry Morrison Kennedy, and 
Sheraton engineers Fred Kummer and 
Fred Mills, all three of them vice-presidents 
of Sheraton Corporation.

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HE Greenland-road site occupies 8.1 
acres situated approximately 2} miles 
to the north-east of the centre of the City. 
It is within easy reach of the City’s indus- 
trial area and so far as staffing is con- 
cerned, is not far distant from several 
Corporation housing estates. As the site 
had a considerable natural slope up from 
Greenland-road, it was decided to grade 
the land to two levels, using the higher 
level as an open parking site and con- 
structing the garage building on the level 
of Greenland-road. 

The main garage covers an area of 
14,712 sq. yds. The total capacity, giving 
reasonable parking facilities undercover, 
is 172 buses. In addition there are entrance 
roads and outside open spaces where 
further vehicles can be accommodated. 
There are three bus parking bays, each of 
98 ft. span and 308 ft. long and a workshop 
bay of similar dimensions which includes 
17 pits, stores, foreman’s office, works 
clerks office, assistant foreman’s office, 
locker room, shops for bodymakers, 
painters and wiremen, an ambulance 
room and conveniences. 

The administrative block incorporates 
an entrance lobby, time office, ticket office, 
cash office, canteen, female rest room, shed 
regulators’ office and conveniences. Equip- 
ment has been provided in the canteen to 
enable cooked meals to be served for 100 
staff, together with snack meals through- 
out the whole of the day. 

There is also a boiler house, overhead 
fuel storage for diesel- and heating fuel, 
tyre stores and cleaners’ stores. 

Due initially to a desire for speedy 
erection, combined with the fact that part 
of the site is filled ground and part is 
undermined—it was decided to use the 
lightest possible structure formed of fac- 
tory made parts. Ona piled and beamed 
foundation the building has a steel Portal 
Castella frame, the base of the stanchions 
being on rockers. 

The Castella beams save from 5 ft. to 
6 ft. in the height of the building as com- 
pared with a conventional lattice girder, 
thus saving on capital and heating costs 
and lowering the wind pressure on the

structure, A brick dwarf wall sits on the ground beams 
above which wall cladding, consisting of an insulated 
aluminium trough sheeting and patent glazing, hangs 
independently from the steel frame. The roof is of 
three-layer felt on } in. insulating board on an aluminium 
deck, spanning 8 ft. 6 in. between steel purlins. To 
obtain maximum solar heat reflection the surface is 
finished with a } in. layer of limestone chippings. The 
floors of the "bus garage consist of mechanically vibrated 
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concrete, 8 in. thick divided into bays of approximately 
20 ft. by 10 ft. 

Natural lighting is by means of monitor roof lights and 
clearstorey side lighting; thus direct sunlight is to a large 
extent eliminated and an even distribution of light is 
obtained over the whole floor area. Natural ventilation 
is by means of electrically-controlled opening lights in the 
monitors which provide adequate cross ventilation at high 
level and the fumes being drawn upwards and ejected by 
the cross wind. 

The hot water heating is provided by three Bouiliat 
oil-fired boilers with a total output of 7,500,000 BTU

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hr., the boiler house being fully automatic in operation. 
The heating is by hot water radiators on stanchions, 
overhead piping and unit heaters, circulation being assisted 
by electric pumps. The whole plant operates at a tem- 
perature of 180 deg. F. Hot water for cleaning and 
domestic use is supplied from calorifiers fed from the 
heating boilers in the winter and from an independent 
boiler during the summer. An incinerator is provided for 
small refuse disposal. The kitchen and chassis cleaning 
plant are each provided with air extractor equipment 
designed to prevent the spread of condensation to other 
parts of the building.

Any person would naturally suppose, 
from their numerous experiments, that 
there had never been a public clock 
before; and wherein does the blunder 
consist? Why, in having a set of un- 
meaning hieroglyphics, instead of the 
usual bo!'d Roman figures, and also by 
having so much of the original diameter 
of the dial taken off, by the enormous 
space for the minutes, which look more 
like the bars of a prison than the minutes 
of a clock dial. There are plenty of 
other examples of effective dials in Lon- 
don, such as St. James's, Piccadilly; St. 
Saviour’s, in the Borough; St. Paul's 
Cathedral, etc.: if these or any of them 
had been taken, there need not have been 
the least difficulty in preparing trans- 
parent dials of the Parliament House, as 
for these large dials, there only required 
the same proportions to have been 
adopted; but, as it is, it seems doubtful 
if, after all, we shall be able to see what 
the time really is beyond a quarter of a 
mile from the clock.—R. M. C. R..

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Joinery Timber—From Forest to Factory 
SOME LESSONS OF A RECENT VISIT TO SWEDEN 


i is the general rule for professional and 

trade associations ‘to organise their 
activities exclusively for the members of 
their associations. A welcome exception 
has been made by the English Joinery 
Manufacturers Association on the occasion 
of their recent visit to Sweden. 


Through the Association’s business con- 
nection with the timber industry, arrange- 
ments were made for a visit to be paid to 
some of the largest timbermills and joinery 
works in Sweden. This unique opportun- 
ity, largely due to the personal effort and 
contacts made by Mr. B. J. Davies—himself 
a timber importer—was extended to a 
number of people not directly connected 
with the joinery trade. 


The party, numbering 17, was fully 
representative of the various classes of 
trades and interests within the timber 
industry, including an architect. Being 
that architect became a special responsi- 
bility since it necessitated putting forward 
the architect’s point of view in somewhat 
unusual circumstances—sharing in the 
daily inspections and taking part in im- 
promptu discussions and arguments. This, 
in itself, was a valuable experience and had 
the effect of emphasising the joint responsi- 
bilities of the trade and of the architectural 
profession. 


One cannot travel days on end, some 
thousands of miles in the same company, 
without dropping formalities and one hopes 
that these friendly exchanges did something 
to remove quite a few misconceptions. It 
is realised, of course, that the stories told 
depicting architects as autocratic old 
gentlemen, hard to satisfy and impossible 
to please, are more often told for the fun 
of the thing, simply because they make 
good stories. It may well be that some of 
those old boys knew their stuff better than 
many of us do today, and should you think 
that I am getting somewhat away from the 
subject let me explain that the architect, 
as a person holding a key position in the 
building industry, became repeatedly a 
focal point in discussion. 


I found a natural misgiving among 
practical joiners regarding the architect 


when it comes to the judgment of good 
timber. I was interested to find that this 
impression also existed among the Swedish 
mill owners whom we met, although there 
was no animosity towards the profession. 
On the contrary, one was impressed by the 
high regard in which architects were held 
and the very cordial welcome extended to 
them to visit the mills and acquaint them- 
selves more fully with the timber industry. 


The emphasis on quality and technical 
efficiency proceeded right throughout the 
visit, and I hope to deal with one or two 
aspects of this later on. It is not, however, 
my intention to give a detailed account of 
the tour and of the places visited except 
to say it covered a wide range and included 
some of the largest and most important 
mills in Sweden. 


We saw the complete process of timber 
conversion from forest to factory, and saw 
this process carried out in a number of 
different ways from the point of view of 
the mechanical equipment used. Apart 
from this, and the methods of drying, the 
process followed a similar pattern through- 
out, especially in the way the log is cut 
and the timber graded. 


The Mills 


Briefly, logs are supplied from the 
forests (which are both state and privately 
owned) and are floated down to the mills 
or, in some cases, delivered by lorries, 
especially in the winter. All logs are 
measured and stored in different ponds 
according to size. From the log ponds 
the logs are transported on a special con- 
veying belt to the saw frames where they 
are cut. 


In the first frame the log is cut into a 
block with falling side boards which are 
transported to an edge saw. In the second 
frame the block is cut into deals or battens 
with falling side boards, also being trans- 
ported to the edge saw. The different 
pieces are then adjusted before being put 
on sticks. In the sticking department 
sawn timber is sorted into different sizes 
and stick-piled in parcels of 1 to 1} 
standards, the parcels put on sticks and 
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transported to the yards or kiln by truck 
for drying. 


The final procedure before storing and 
shipping (a small percentage goes by rail 
or lorry) is bracking and adjustment in 
which the planks and boards are graded 
and the ends cut and marked. Some 
form of automatic bracking equipment is 
used but it is the personal responsibility 
of a ‘bracker’ to decide the actual grading. 
The waste from the saw mill is cut into 
chips and is used in the manufacture of 
wall board or wood pulp. The sawdust 
is also used, if only as fuel. 


Much of the various timber is too small 
for the saw mills and is cut into logs and 
delivered direct to the pulp mills. The 
sulphite mills use spruce pulp wood and 
the sulphate mills use mainly pine with a 
certain amount of saw-mill waste. 


With the manufacture of paper, wall 
board and by-products such as alcohol, 
motor spirit, turpentine and crude oil, 
nothing is wasted. In fact, one mill owner 
referred to the pulp mills as the grand- 
children who had outgrown their grand- 
parents—the saw mills—in their demand 
for raw material. 


There is no part of the tree, except 
perhaps the bark, which is not of con- 
siderable value and any limitation caused 
by the smallness of the tree (6 in. and up, 
average between 7} in. and 8 in. dia.) 
applies only to the sawn timber used for 
the building and joinery. The smaller 
number of large-size logs, due to the rate 
of cutting, affects the quantity of planks 
available over 9 ins. wide. At first 
this limitation may appear important but, 
in fact, it creates no problem if , operly 
understood. In these days of improved 
joinery technique, with the greater use of 
laminated sections and plywoods, there is 
less dependence upon solid wood for larger 
sizes and widths. Made-up sections with 
reversed grain and resin-bonded can be 
perfectly sound structurally but demand 
more labour. The alternative is more 
expensive timber. 


It is no doubt on account of higher costs 
that rift sawn timber is unobtainable. 
This again is due to the size of the log and 
the additional times it must be turned in 
cutting and the fact that much of the sawn 
timber is sold for purposes where this is

not important. It would obviously be 
uneconomic to attempt more than one 
method of cutting at a single mill. 

The quality of the timber could also be 
improved by reducing the number and 
size of the knots by trimming the standing 
trees periodically and removing the small 
dead branches. This has been tried, but 
found to be economically impossible, first 
because it would be spread over a total 
period of growth of between 80 and 90 
years and, secondly, because it would be 
necessary to seal off with a paint solution 
the places where branches have been 
removed. 


Grading and Marking 


Having filled in some of the background 
I come now to matters of special interest— 
grading, marking and the architect’s 
specification. 

As is generally known, Swedish red 
wood or white wood is graded for ship- 








ment in three classifications : unsorted, fifths 
and sixths. Timber graded as unsorted 
contains varying percentages between firsts 
and fourths in quality in the same parcel; 
in addition, the overall quality of the 
parcel may vary from time to time from 
the same exporter and from one exporter 
to another. 


This method of marking, it seems to me, 
makes difficulties for the consumer, for 
unless the merchant does some regrading 
the term ‘unsorted’ has little meaning and 
is valueless as denoting any particular 
quality. It is unrelated to any recognised 
criteria such as BS 1186, and makes no 
distinction between what might be con- 
sidered inferior joinery and good carcassing. 
People in the trade are, no doubt, guided 
by shipping marks but these are far too 
complex to be of much value to architects. 
Unless some way can be found of relating 
marking brazds to an accepted definition 
such as BS 1186 there will always be a 
fairly high percentage of unacceptable 
timber which must be used for some other 
purpose. 


The problem is further complicated by 
the fact that the conversion of planks 
into smaller-size sections may result in an 
improvement in the quality. In other 
words, a 6 in. by 3 in. plank may have a 
distribution of knots and defects which 
would lower the grading but when further 
converted, a more usable timber may result. 

As an indication of the interest already 
aroused in an attempt to improve the 
quality of imported red wood, a sample 
shipment of 100 standards has _ been 
delivered to the London Docks and this is 
being inspected by representatives of the 
EJMA, together with representatives from 
other interested bodies. 


The Architect's Specification 


As for the specification, there is 
obviously room for improvement and 
better understanding, and what is known 
as the ‘true intent and meaning”! 


A specification is, of course, a ‘descrip- 
tion’ and to be of value must be accurate, 
intelligible and possible to interpret. 
Many managers of joinery works can have 
little esteem for a specification which 
makes demands almost impossible to 
meet, especially when it is clearly due to a

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lack of understanding. Timber which is 
‘entirely free from knots and all other 
defects’ is frequently specified simply 
because old specifications contained such 
a clause, regardless of whether so high a 
quality is necessary or indeed possible to 
obtain. 


It is unfortunate that the architect’s 
specification by custom requires every- 
thing to be of the best whereas where 
money is limited it might well be more 
appropriate to accept a lower standard. 
The architect has a duty to his client to 
consider and the contractor has the 
necessity of keeping his price competitive 
and, between these two factors, the con- 
tractor is often compelled to make his 
own decision and hope that the architect 
will be prepared to accept it. The prac- 
tice of stating that the timber is to be 
inspected and approved by the architect 
before being sawn or converted for use is a 
reasonable precaution, but is quite unfair 
to the contractor unless at the time of 
tendering the architect has made quite 
clear the quality to be expected. 


BS 1186, Part I, meets this requirement 
and is no doubt the most specific available. 
It does not, unfortunately, obviate the 
necessity for a final selection being made 
either from the contractor’s stock or, in 
the case of a large order, from the mer- 
chant’s yard, and there still remains the 
obvious objection that unsorted timber as a 
classification is unquestionably inadequate 
and necessitates a further process of 
grading before it can be used for specific 
purposes. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, it appears that further 
research would be extremely valuable as 
an aid to the marketing of joinery timber 
from Sweden. Undoubtedly the size of 
the log and the method of cutting deter- 
mine the suitability of the timber for 
high-class joinery production, in particular 
door and framing stock. Of the two 
methods, the ‘straight through’ is most 
common and the cheapest. It produces 
mainly flat sawn stock (sketch A) whereas 
‘quartering’ produces no flat sawn, all 
boards being quarter sawn or nearly so 
(sketch B). 


Whilst the cost and practicability of

A Question of Design 


NEO-GEORGIAN OR CONTEMPORARY ? 


IN appeal by Barclays Bank, Ltd., 
against the refusal of Chichester 
City Council, acting on behalf of the 
West Sussex County Council, to permit 
the erection of a new bank building, with 
offices over, at 74, East-street, Chichester, 
has been considered by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government following 
a public inquiry. 

The appeal site has a frontage of about 
45 feet to the southern side of East-street, 
about 180 yards to the east of Chichester 
Cross, and comprises the existing premises 
of Barclays Bank, Ltd., together with a small 
shop to the west. 

At the inquiry into the appeal, the follow- 
ing points were made by the appellants:— 

(a) The Bank, whose policy was to erect 
buildings in harmony with their surround- 
ings, had sought the best architectural 
advice and were anxious to do nothing to 
spoil the unique Georgian character of 
Chichester. 

(b) The Georgian architectural style was 
an appropriate expression of the 18th- 
century origin of banking, especially in the 
‘Georgian City’ of Chichester. 

(c) Follewing refusal of the appeal design, 
the Council had stated that they did not 
insist upon a contemporary design. Accord- 
ingly, a revised elevation was prepared to 
meet the Council’s criticisms, but this was 
also refused as it appeared that subsequently 
the Council wanted a building of appro- 
priate 20th-century design. 

(d) The Bank did not feel justified in 
accepting the Council’s suggestion for a 20th- 
century style of architecture for the East- 
street elevation, nor that such a design could 
be produced which would be in keeping 
with the street picture. 

(e) It was considered that the Council's 
refusal was based on prejudice, and it was 
felt that no traditional design, however well 
designed, would meet their approval. 


(f) The whole trend of development in 
the town centre, before and after the war, 
had been the erection of buildings of neo- 
Georgian character, or based on elements 
of that style. 

(g) In East-street (which had less archi- 
tectural merit than other main streets) about 
half the facades had been rebuilt during the 
past 100 years in the neo-Georgian manner. 

(h) The Council themselves had erected 
neo-Georgian buildings and had allowed the 
rebuilding, in traditional style, of property 
in their ownership. 

(i) Common sense and aesthetic feeling 
demanded that the new building should con- 
form to the architectural character of its 
Georgian surroundings. 

(j) In height and width the proposed build- 
ing would be comparable to similar build- 
ings in the town. The proposed design 
would be neither unduly obtrusive nor detri- 
mental to the amenities of the district. 

(k) The various features of the submitted 
design had been carefully thought out and 
did not merit the Council’s criticisms. The 
success of combining buildings of different 
height and scale could be seen at West 
Pallant—one of the finest Georgian groups 
in the city. 

(1) The Council had really refused per- 
mission because they wanted a 20th-century 
design, but no indication had been given as 
to what this might be. Modern architecture 
was immature and not yet ready for 
Chichester. 


The Council’s Case 


The Council’s main points were: 

(a) The appeal proposal and the sub- 
sequent revised design had been considered 
by the Council’s panel of architects, who 
had severely criticised the East-street eleva- 
tion because of its height; the forward break 
in the facade, and the pediment, which gave 
an unsuitable vertical emphasis; also the 
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large scale, size and proportion of windows, 
and heaviness of detail. 

(b) The panel also considered that the 
elevation would be too prominent, unneigh- 
bourly and lacking in refinement to be suit- 
able amongst buildings of acknowledged 
architectural merit. 

(c) In recommending refusal, the panel 
recognised that the height of buildings to 
the east of the site might be increased on 
redevelopment, but considered that the pro- 
posed design would dominate the street 
unduly. 

(d) The revised elevation, although an 
improvement, was still open to the same 
fundamental objections. 

(e) None of the many traditional-style 
post-war buildings in the city could be said 
to be entirely successful. The Council, 
critical of -their own past policy, felt that 
should this trend continue, Chichester 
would become merely a pseudo - Georgian 
city lacking the refinements of 18th-century 
architecture. 

(f) Chichester should not remain a monu- 
ment to the 18th century at the cost of 
emasculation of its street scenes. Mock 
Georgian was open to the same aesthetic 
objections as sham thalf-timber. 

{g) The appellants were therefore asked 
to consider redesigning their building in a 
20th-century style in a manner which would 
add vitality to the street picture, yet be in 
scale and in sympathy with its surroundings. 

(h) The Council were supported in their 
views by the Georgian Group and the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. Subsequent 
to their statement that a contemporary 
design would not be insisted upon, the Coun- 
cil’s views had become more firmly estab- 
lished. They now considered that a 
neo-Georgian fagade, no matter how well 
designed, should not be permitted. 

The Inspector, in his Report to the 
Minister, noted that the whole trend of post- 
war development in the centre of Chichester 
had been to erect buildings of neo-Georgian 
design, and that the appellants had sub- 
mitted their proposals with this knowledge 
and on the statement by the Council that 
they did not require a contemporary design 
for the new Bank. 

Without implying any criticism of any 
policy the Council may adopt in the future 
for discouraging the erection in the city of 
buildings based on historical styles of arohi- 
tecture, he thought that this application 
ought not to provide the occasion for a 
refusal solely on the principle that a neo- 
Georgian building would seriously impair 
the visual amenities of Chichester. He con- 
sidered that of the two designs discussed at 
the inquiry, plan C (the subject of applica- 
tion OC/113/49D) was preferable to plan 
B and its accompanying plans (which form 
part of the detailed application CC /113/49C, 
the subject of the appeal). He thought, 
however, that there was much substance in 
the criticisms levelled at the design of plan 
C in that its large scale, forma.ity and 
heaviness of detail would make it unsuitable 
for the domestic scale and comparative 
informality of the south side of East-street. 
Plan C could, however, be modified to omit 
the pediment and the forward breaks in the 
facade, to reduce window sizes as far as 
compatible with the needs of the internal 
lighting and to simplify the cornice and 
ground-floor surrounds. In that way the 
assertiveness of the facade might be lessened 
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sufficiently to avoid serious injury to the 
general street picture. Subject to the sub- 
mission of a revised elevation to East-street 
embodying the aforesaid modifications, he 
recommended that the appeal be allowed. 

The Minister, while having sympathy with 
the reasons which prompted the City Coun- 
cil to suggest a contemporary form of 
design, does not think he would be justified 
in supporting them in their request for such 
a design for the proposed building, having 
regard to the fact that they had stated that 
they would not insist on it. He therefore 
accepts in principle that a building of neo- 
Georgian design could be allowed on the 
site. He considers, however, that the criti- 
cisms of the details of the design of the 
elevation of the building which is the sub- 
ject of the appeal are justified, and as this 
is the matter before him he has come to 
the conclusion that, without prejudice to 
the submission to, and the consideration by, 
the Council of revised plans, he must dismiss 
the appeal. 


OBITUARY 
Sir Stephen Tallents, KCMG 


WITH deep regret we record the death 

of Sir Stephen Tallents, KCMG, 
CB, CBE, HonARIBA, which took place 
in London on September 11. He was 73. 

Tallents, who had a link (of which he 
was proud) with the building industry 
through his mother, who was descended 
from Thomas Cubitt, was a remarkable and 
delightful man. In his time he was many 
things—civil servant, publicist (his pamphlet 
of 1932, ‘The Projection of England,’ was 
a most notable contribution to large-scale 
national public relations), writer, broad- 
caster and countryman. But perhaps his 
particular genius was for friendship; he was 
blessed with many friends and it may be 
doubted if he ever lost one. For many, 
Stephen Tallents’ passing will mean that 
the world is a less worthwhile and a less 
gay place. 

Born in 1884, and educated at Harrow 
and Balliol College, Oxford, Stephen George 
Tallents entered the Board of Trade and 
was concerned with the late Sir Hubert 
Llewellyn Smith and Sir William Beveridge 
in implementing Lloyd George’s schemes for 
employment exchanges. After war service 
in 1914, Tallents undertook, with great suc- 
cess, a number of unusual jobs in Poland 
and the Baltic Provinces. In 1926 Leo 
Amery made him secretary to the Empire 
Marketing Board, where his natural taste 
Showed itself in the choice of men he 
selected to execute posters and direct docu- 
mentary films. In 1933 he became Public 
Relations Officer to the Post Office, where 
his success was such that it earned him 
the award—first to a civi] servant—of the 
cup of the Publicity Club of London. In 
1935 he joined the BBC as Controller (Pub- 
lic Relations) and - afterwards acted as 
Controller (Overseas Services). He resigned 
from the BBC in 1941, and in 1943 became 
Principal Assistant Secretary to the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning, 
a post he held until 1946, when he retired 
in order to devote himself to private 
interests. His interest in architecture and 
in design was great. He became Hon. 
ARIBA in 1946, and Hon. FSIA three years 
later. In 1950 he assisted Sir Lancelot Keay 
and Mr. Arthur Wm. Kenyon in assessing 
the competition organised by The Builder 
for the £1,000 house.

(iv) Into Battle 


COULD stay with the general foreman 
for quite a long time as he has such 
an interesting job to do when work 
really starts. We have all seen him at it, 
ordering maierials, arranging deliveries, 
engaging labour, making returns to his 
firm on forms which look as though they 
come from the Inland Revenue, keeping 
his diary, settling details with sub- 
contractors, arranging storage, hiring 
machinery and scaffolding, etc.—all of 
which has to be done from his office. 


If any of us—architects or builders—. 
had his job to do, we should have an 
office full of staff. We should certainly 
require one  secretary-cum-typist-cum- 
telephonist and an assistant to keep her 
company; one returns clerk; at least two 
draughtsmen to handle the drawings and 
make sketches for the men on the job; 
two measuring clerks—and so on. It 
would mean a much bigger office and 
more expensive staff, so the contractor is 
lucky to have one man, a time clerk and a 
surveyor at the most to do the whole of 
this work. 





My Fie 

No doubt the contractor will tell us 
that most of the work is don: from his 
head office, which possibly is correct, but 
I can only judge from what I see being 
done in the smallest possible space by 
the smallest possible staff, in a day and 
age when contractors’ staffs are housed 
in grand office blocks towering to the sky. 
It seems quite incredible to me that these 
magnificent organisations with their 
chromium plated offices, luxury canteens, 
mechanised equipment and the rest still 
run these primitive outpost stations on 
their building sites. I am sure our 
“ General’ must sometimes offer up a 
silent prayer of thanksgiving for this 
relative neglect, even though he could 
do with more clerical help. 

Apart from the office work, the fore- 
man has to run the job itself and he must 
have quite a lot of homework to do in 
thinking out where he is to put Bill and 
Joe the next day and how he is to deal 
with the next lift of scaffolding and where 
to put the money-eating digger to work. 
He must know where all the trades are 
working and what their relative progress 
is. What an exciting job he has and what 
responsibility he carries! He must some- 
times wake up in the night and wonder 
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which job he is on: he must dream ot 
cranes and find himself counting bricks 
instead of sheep when sleep will not 
come. 

I raise my hat with much deference to 
the ‘General... My admiration for the 
best of his kind is unbounded, and | 
believe they are mostly of the best since 
very few of our ‘buildings fall down! 
Have a talk to him next time you go on 
the job. 


DESIGN IN SUSSEX 
Moves to Improve Quality 


- HE most pressing need for Sussex is 

for better architecture’ said Mr. JAMES 
EaRLE, chairman of Bognor Regis Urban 
Council, recently, at a luncheon to mark the 
opening of the 12th Sussex Industries Exhi- 
bition and Trade Fair at Brighton. 


Mr. Earle said they were eager to 
encourage industry of a type suited to 
Sussex, for by doing so, they were encourag- 
ing young people to make their homes 
there. These young people, looking to a 
bright future, were the most likely types to 
end the activities of the jerry builders. With 
their high standards of taste and culture, 
they would want something better for their 
homes than one of a mass of bungalows. 


He went on to say, ‘Their high earning 
power and better taste will be the driving 
force in eradicating the scabby bungalow 
estates, replacing them with beautiful archi- 
tecture. For too long the coastal plain has 
been scourged by these jerry builders, and 
now the Sussex Weald is suffering a similar 
fate.’ 

* London leprosy,’ declared Mr. Earle, was 
a telling description of these estates. Local 
planning authorities were sometimes too 
indulgent in granting planning permission. 
The surest way to abolish low building 
standards was to encourage a demand for 
houses and flats of a high architectural 
standard. The ultimate aim of every local 
authority should be that no building, how- 
ever modest, should be given planning con- 
sent unless it had been designed by a quali- 
fied architect. And even then consent 
should not be automatic. 


Brighton Bungalows Criticised 


Describing two bungalows which Brighton 
Corporation refused to allow to be built 
in Dene Court-road, Rottingdean, and 
against whose decision an appeal was heard 
by a Ministry Inspector at Brighton, Mr. 
ALLAN SWAIN, a Westminster architect, said, 
‘These bungalows’ architectural qualities 
amount to nil. They are a hotchpotch of 
little gimmicks which are employed these 
days in housing, such as leaded windows, a 
rising sun gate, and a pyramid roof shaped 
like a hat. No attempt has been made to 
relate them to existing development here.’ 
Mr. Swain was giving evidence on behalf of 
objectors. 

For Mr. E. A. Waller, ef Saltdean, who 
appealed against the Corporation’s refusal, 
Mr. E. J. WILLIAMs said the design of the 
bungalows was equally as good as those 
close by in the same road. He added that 
it was intended to build 12 different types 
of bungalows.

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CENTRAL LAND BOARD 
REPORT 1957-58 
Payments Analysis 


(THE report of the Central Land Board 

for the financial year ended March 31, 
1958, has been published by HM Stationery 
Office. 

By the end of the year the number of 
applications for payments under Part I of 
the Town and Country Planning Acts 1954 
reached 116,534 and the payments made 
by the Board to 78,592 applicants totalled 
£63,310,995 including interest. 31,339 appli- 
cations were found to be ineffective; * Nil’ 
payments were determined in 5,190 cases 
and in 236 the payments amounting to 
£113,207 were wholly set off against pay- 
ments due to the Board. Thus by March 
31, 115,357 applications, almost 99 per 
cent. of the number lodged, had been 
finally disposed of. 

The analysis, according to types, of the 
payments and the 236 cases set off is:

In England and Wales 39 appeals against 
the Board’s determinations were made to 
the Lands Tribunal during the year making 
a total of 642 since the 1954 Act began. 
The number of determinations issued was 
2,275. 99 appeals were withdrawn, 22 were 





heard of which the Tribunal dismissed 21 
and allowed 1. At the end of the year 10 
remained outstanding. In Scotland 11 
notices of dispute were served on the 
Board in the year, but all were settled with- 
out proceeding to a hearing. 88 determina- 
tions were issued in Scotland. 

In the year 1,818 certificates of the un- 
expended balance of established develop- 
ment value were issued in England and 
Wales under Section 48(1) of the 1954 Act 
and 575 certificates were issued under Sec- 
tion 48(2) to public authorities acquiring 
land under compulsory purchase powers. 
54 certificates were issued under Section 
50(1) of the Scottish Act and 4 to public 
authorities under Section 50(2). 

Under Section 52 of the 1954 Act [Sec- 
tion 54 of the Scottish Act] the Board has 
the duty of collecting from public authori- 
ties, in respect of acquisitions of land be- 
fore January 1, 1955, the amount of Part 
I payments made by the Board to the per- 
sons from whom the land was acquired. 
During the year the Board obtained reim- 
bursement of £2,190,943 in 1,320 cases (in- 
cluding 97 cases amounting to £67,340 in 
Scotland). 

The work of collecting development 
charges on development begun before 
November 18, 1952, continued during the 
financial year. The amount received in 
cash was £256,582. From the commence- 
ment of the 1947 Act (July 1, 1948) until 
March 31, 1958, the total amount received 
in cash or set off against claims was 
£26,102,498. 

Progress towards completing the Board’s 
duties under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Acts 1954 enabled the Board to close 
all their local offices in England and Wales 
and to transfer the remaining work to their 
Headquarters office in London. The 
remaining work in Scotland continues to 
be dealt with by a small staff in Edinburgh.

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THE 3-MILLIONTH 
HOUSE 
The Post-war Record 


N R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
- Housing and Local Government, 
on September 8, opened Dartmouth House, 
one of Croydon Council’s housing schemes, 
to mark the completion of the three-millionth 
permanent post-war house in Great Britain. 
He said: * There is an exceptional reason why 
I am glad to perform this opening ceremony. 
It enables me to mark a national event. 
That is the completion during August of 
the three-millionth house to be built in 
Great Britain since the war. Think what 
that means—three million new permanent 
houses put up in the last 13 years: getting 
on to a million of them by private enter- 
prise, rather more than two million by public 
authorities. It means that one-fifth of our 
whole stock of houses is post-war. One 
person in every five is now living in a new 
house. Ten million people are enjoying 
newly built houses, equal to the entire pepu- 
lation of Greater London—which seems end- 
less when you have to travel across it. 


‘Colossal Achievement’ 


‘This is a colossal achievement for better 
and happier life, of which the whole country 
can be proud. We must be grateful, too, to 
all those who have made it possible—the 
architects, the engineers, and the quantity 
surveyors, the builders and all the building 
workers, the local authorities, the new town 
corporations, the housing societies, and all 
who individually and collectively have 
planned and carried out this vast programme. 

‘There still are many housing difficulties. 
In some parts of the country they are still 
acute, and there is much more to be done. 
But taking Britain as a whole, the housing 
situation has been immensely improved by 
all this new building. Never in the history 
of this country has there been more house 
room per person than at the present time. 

‘The battle to get rid of the slums has 
been renewed. It is now in its third year. 
Since the war well over 200,000 unfit houses 
in England and Wales have been demolished 
or closed, and almost three-quarters of a 
million people from them have been re- 
housed. Over 45,000 of thesé unfit houses 
were dealt with last year, which meant the 
rehousing of about 150,000 people. On 
present progress, the Government's target 
of rehousing people from slums at the rate 
of 200,000 a year is now within sight. 


Housing old People 


‘For many years after the war, the em- 
phasis in new house building was on the 
family dwelling with two or three or four 
bedrooms. That was inevitable then, but 
now the situation is changing, and I am glad 
local authorities are building an increasing 
proportion of one-bedroom dwellings, either 
bungalows or flats, for old people. 

‘I have recently put practical suggestions 
before local authorities for the building of 
groups of flatlets specially designed for old 
people. I have also been encouraging them 
to convert and adapt older larger houses 
suitable for that purpose. There is a variety 
of ways in which the needs of old people 
can be met, and I want to see local authori- 
ties try these ways out and not be afraid 
to experiment. 
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DAMAGE TO ADJOIN- 
ING BUILDING 


By a Legal Correspondent 


"THE fact that the Court of Appeal has 

now reversed the earlier decision of 
Mr. Justice Gorman in Gold v Patman 
and Fotheringham, Ltd., is important to 
all contractors for this is a case concerned 
with the insurance responsibility of a firm 
of building contractors to a building 
owner. The case is an interpretation of 
the standard form of agreement and 
Schedule of Conditions of Building Con- 
tract issued under the sanction of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Architects. The facts of the 
case are briefly these. 


The defendant builders were building 
a house at 19, Buckingham Gate, London, 
and entered into a standard RIBA form 
of contract. The contract had two 
important conditions. Condition 14 
provided for the contractor indemnifying 
the employer against ‘loss, liability, 
claim, proceedings in respect of any 
injury or damage . . . provided always 
that the same is due to any negligence, 
omission or default of the contractor, his 
servants or agents or of any sub-contrac- 
tor,’ while condition 15 laid down certain 
requirements as to insurance. Condition 
15 commenced * Without prejudice to his 
liability to indemnify the employer under 
clause 14 hereof,’ which led the court to 
infer that the remedy of insurance was 
uite distinct from the indemnity of con- 

ition 14. 

In building the house, the piling opera- 
tions caused a subsidence of adjoining 
properties and the plaintiffs who were the 
owners of the site of 19, Buckingham 
Gate, having received a claim for 
damages from the neighbours, sought 
damages from the contractors for breach 
of contract, in that they had insured 
themselves against a claim from the 
adjoining owner but not the building 
owner. The question arose, whether, on 
the interpretation of the contract, the con- 
tractors were under any liability to insure 
the building owner. The trial judge had 
found they were, but the Court of Appeal 
reversed this decision. 


The case appears to have been decided 
by the court on the distinction drawn 
between the wording of clause (a) of 
condition 15, which concerned those 
insurances mentioned in the bills of 
quantities which included ‘ Insurance of 
adjoining properties against subsidence or 
collapse’ and that of clause (b) which 
concerned only damage by fire. Clause 
(b) specifically required insurance in the 
joint names of the employer and contrac- 
tor, while no similar wording came under 
clause (a). Again under clause (a) the 
relevant policies and premium receipts 
must merely be produced to the architect, 
when required, while under clause (b) the 
policies and insurance premium receipts 
shall be deposited with the architect. 

: The result of the decision ir ihis, that 
in an approved form of contract, in a case 
where the indemnity clause under condi- 
tion 14 is of no use as there is no 





question of negligence involved, as in a 
case like the present, the building owner 
who is sued appears to have no remedy. 
This is hardly likely to be acceptable to 
building owners who might be expected 
to ask that any insurance in respect of 
subsidence and collapse covers actions 
against them as well as against the 
contractors.

Society of Architectural Historians of 
Great Britain (as it is to be known in future), 
took place at York on August 30. Forty 
members, representing roughly one-third of 
the total membership of the Society, as well 
as representatives of the Society of Archi- 
tectural Historians in the USA, attended the 
meeting which was under the chairmanship 
of Dr. W. A. Singleton. 


The adoption of the proposed constitu- 
tion was formerly moved by Professor H. R. 
Hitchcock, seconded by Mr. J. Gloag, and 
carried unanimously. The following officers 
and committee were then elected: President: 
Professor R. A. Cordingley; Chairman: Dr. 
W. A. Singleton; Honorary Secretary: F. I. 
Jenkins; Honorary Treasurer: Dr. Derek 
Buttle; Editor of Architectural History:

Following the business meeting, Pro- 


fessor G. Webb, CBE, Secretary to the 
Royal Commission on Historical Monu- 
ments, delivered the Annual Address, his 
subject being ‘ The History of Architectural 
History.’ 

In the evening 35 members attended a 
dinner in the Merchant Taylors’ Hall, York, 
on which occasion Professor H. R. Hitch- 
cock made public his offer to the Society of 
an annual book award in memory of his 
mother. The award, to be in the form of 
a specially made Wedgewood medallion and 
known as the ‘Alice Davis Hitchcock Mem- 
orial Book Award,’ is to be presented by the 
Society each year for an outstanding work 
on architectural history. On behalf of the 
Executive Committee, the President thanked 
Professor Hitchcock for his generous 
gesture. 


On August 31, the following papers were 
presented by members of the Society: Mr.

Receipts of local authorities from rates in 
1957/58 are provisionally estimated at 
£528,000,000 compared with £483,000,000 
in 1956/57. 

A diagram illustrates the approximate 
distribution of rateable value between 
different classes of property before and 
after the change consequent on the general 
revaluation undertaken in 1955 and the 
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reliefs granted to shops and certain other 
property in April, 1957.

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Town Planning in The Middle East 


TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING SUMMER SCHOOL PAPER 


A PAPER on ‘ Town Planning in the 
= Middle East with special reference 
to Iraq and Jordan,’ was given by Mr. 
Max Lock, MTPI, FRIBA, in the Over- 
seas Section of the Town and Country 
Planning Summer School, held at 
Bangor from August 20 to 27. From 
this we take the following extracts: 


The twentieth-century release from the 
domination of the Ottoman Turks and 
the discovery of some of the world’s 
greatest resources of oil engendered a 
sudden renaissance of the Arab world 
after a lethargy which had almost 
obliterated the great achievements of the 
past and had kept a patriarchal and al- 
most feudalistic regime intact. Suddenly 
the eyes of the world turned politically, 
strategically and economically on to the 
Middle East. Town planning has to be 
seen against the background of the hasty 
and somewhat violent effort towards ad- 
justment that the sudden possession of 
enormous wealth entails. 


Iraq: Flood Control the Key 
to Development 


Iraq’s wealth has always been deter- 
mined by the mastery of the waters 
which flow down in the two great rivers 
which flood in the spring and dry up in 
the summer. Before the Persian and 
Turkish invasions during the ninth and 
tenth centuries when Arab _ Islamic 
civilisation reached its zenith the Califs 
paid particular attention to agricultural 
wealth and the country was covered with 
a network of canals and became the 
granary of the Islamic Empire. Today, 
after 400 years of remaining an Ottoman 
Province, the well-being of the country 
depends upon irrigation and on flood 
control and it is not surprising that over 
a third of the country’s capital invest- 
ment in development is devoted to this 
end. 


On the face of it, in Iraq the adminis- 
trative set-up for the development of 
the physical environment is clear cut and 
enlightened, with foreign help at 
technical rather than policy level and 
with nearly £100 million coming in every 
year from oil resources. The Govern- 
ment has a running sequence of Five- 
Year Plans for the development of the 
national resources set up under the aegis 
of the Development Board. Good maps 
being practically non-existent, aerial 
surveys are being undertaken and new 
ordnance maps prepared, while geo- 
logical surveys have been simultaneously 
put in hand. The great irrigation net- 
work of a thousand years ago, long since 
obliterated by the desert, is only visible 
from the air and is being gradually re- 
opened and already the great scheme for 
flood protection of the Tigris Valley is 
finished with the completion of the Wadi 
Tharthar Dam which holds back the 
flood waters in the great depression 
north-east of Baghdad. Until this was 
achieved the planning of Baghdad, and 
even cities as far south as Basrah (350 
miles away) would have been of little use 


—subject as they were to frequent in- 
undation. 

Meanwhile the roads and desert tracks 
were not suitable for heavy vehicles. The 
Tigris with its dangerous shallows dis- 
couraged the intensive use of inland 
waterways, the single line metre gauge 
railway from Baghdad to Basrah was an 
inadequate connection from the heart of 
the country to its mouth, the Port. Road 
and rail schemes are now being carried 
out, supplemented by rapid and efficient 
air services (Iraq was one of the first 
countries to commission a fleet of Vis- 
céunts for its regular air routes). 


Urban Rebuilding and its 
Characteristics 


The rapid building up of the capital, 
Baghdad, with its new Parliament, 
Palace, University, Government Offices, 
public buildings and bridges, the re- 
development of its Port at Margil, near 
Basrah, and the building of a new 
harbour at Um Qasr as the southern out- 
let for the export of grain from the 
north—this, coupled with a nationalised 
marketing of dates and grain, with a 
programme for education, health ser- 
vices, the combating of illiteracy and the 
building of houses in towns and villages, 
together with a full and active pro- 
gramme for sending students abroad for 
technical training, places a_ great 
emphasis on action, and in approach- 
ing the problems of the Middle East one 
has to learn to understand that there is, 
and perhaps for a very long time will 
be, little sympathy with planning tech- 
niques that mean control rather than 
action. In fact, there is no intention or 
conception of control as we know it, 
only of spectacular action, and for that 
reason planning tends not yet to be really 
in the interest of the common man but 
of the development of the resources of 
the land, making the most of a boom in 
bringing the country up to date and into 
step with those already more technically 
advanced. 


Housing 


Having launched a number of very 
large-scale civil engineering and indus- 
trial development projects the Govern- 
ment turned rather late in the day to the 
problem of housing and ameliorating the 
very low standards to be found in the 
Sarifa-built (mud and reed matting) 
communities which housed 80 to 90 per 
cent. of the population of the towns and 
villages. A programme for 25,000 
houses was suddenly commissioned to be 
built on Crown land in the major cities, 
all designed and undertaken by a single 
specialist consultant. Economy demands 
a mass product and a somewhat stan- 
dard planning layout, which in some 
cases would be difficult to integrate into 
good town planning schemes, besides 
engendering future problems—a_regret- 
table expedient even where a Govern- 
ment still has to be somewhat autocrati- 
cally paternal because self-government 
by Municipalities is not yet fully 
developed.

Jordan: Economic Limitations 

and Possibilities 

Jordan presents quite another picture. 
Ten years ago its population of 850,000, 
more than half of whom live on the west 
bank of the Jordan, suddenly had to 
make room for no less than 350,000 
refugees when the State of Israel was 
forcibly established. Left with only the 
dry semi-desert areas of Palestine, with 
no electric plants and with potentialities 
in the field of hydro-electricity entirely 
unexploited, a shortage of water (the 
annual rainfall is only 8 inches) and a 
dependence upon the import of coal and 
petrol, the development of industry was 
hazardous and extremely limited. In 
addition to this, the natural resources are 
very limited also. 

Deprived of its natural outlet to the 
Mediterranean via Haifa, Jordan has 
had to re-orientate completely her east- 
west’ communications. Its main artery 
now runs from Beirut over the moun- 
tains to Damascus then due south to 
Amman, and down over the almost lunar 
landscape and precipitous wilderness to 
Aqaba, where the roads are inadequate 
and the railway cannot yet penetrate. 

It is hoped that the federation between 
Iraq and Jordan will, in spite of present 
rifts, enable a more balanced develop- 
ment programme to be put into action 
to make good the serious defects in hous- 
ing and community services, to study the 
design and building of houses and hous- 
ing units and the making of bricks and 
building materials out of the natural raw 
materials of the place. It is hoped also 
that finance will be allocated to the 
Municipalities to lay down more streets, 
services and water, without which no 
housing can go forward. There is a need 
too for help from the Agricultural Bank, 
as in Iraq, which coupled with important 
and large-scale irrigation schemes could 
help to resettle the under-employed 
population as well as to free the small 
rural land holder from the prevalent 
usury of his moneylenders. 


Conclusion 


Although in 1954-55 an outline 
regional and local planning programme 
was put forward under the joint aegis of 
the United Nations and the Jordan 
Government, the implementation of 
plans is bound to be delayed until a more 
stable economic and political structure 
is evolved for the Middle East as a whole 
—when (i) fuller development of 
Jordan’s own mineral resources, (ii) irri- 
gation, (iii) occupational rehabilitation 
of her refugee population together with 
(iv) the linking of the Jordanian economy 
with one or more of her oil-producing 
neighbours can build up the territory. 
And in the meantime there is always 
hope that the day will come when her 
own search for petroleum may be 
rewarded.

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BUILDING SOCIETY 
RATES OF INTEREST 


*‘No-change’ Decision by 
Association 


(THE Council of the Building Societies 

Association decided unanimously to 
make no change in its recommended rates 
to investors at its meeting on September 12. 
In a statement Mr. ALEXANDER MEIKLE, 
chairman of the Council, said that the 
Association had reviewed its recommenda- 
tions to member societies on rates of 
interest on investments and loans. 


‘When the Bank rate rose to 7 per cent. 
a year ago,’ he stated, ‘the Council recom- 
mended no increase for borrowers, which 
meant that there could be no increase for 
investors, so that during recent months bor- 
rowers have enjoyed a material advantage. 
As a consequence, building societies have 
found themselves unable to attract sufficient 
funds from the public to meet the continued 
high demand for mortgages and this is still 
the position, notwithstanding the successive 
falls in the Bank rate from 7 to 44 per 
cent. 


Keen Competition for Funds 


‘Building societies have to face keen 
competition for funds from the Govern- 
ment,’ he went on, ‘from local authorities 
and from finance houses, most of whom 
offer rates which are higher than those paid 
by building societies to their investors. For 
these reasons the Council has unanimously 
decided to make no change in its recom- 
mended rates to investors, any reduction in 
which would merely add to the difficulty of 
satisfying applicants for loans.’ Until the 
rates payable to investors were reduced, 
Mr. Meikle said that the Council could 
not recommend any general lowering of the 
rate charged to borrowers and, in the 
absence of any marked change in the 
general financial situation, any reduction in 
that rate below 6 per cent. before the end 
of 1958 was unlikely. The matter would, 
however, be kept under review ‘in accor- 
dance with the traditional endeavour of 
building societies to maintain a fair balance 
between the respective claims of their four 
million investors and their two million 
borrowers.” 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
Constructing a Drive-in 


A TECHNICAL CORRESPONDENT, in his reply 
to a question by an inquirer in our issue 
of August 29 (p. 363), suggested that a black 
surface required to a garage drive-in could 
be better obtained by using tarmacadam 
rather than concrete, on the grounds that 
while it was possible to use a black colour- 
ing medium in the concrete mix which would 
give a permanent tint, it would not produce 
a jet black as required.

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CANADIAN BUILDING PROCEDURE 


Opportunities for British Firms to Set up Subsidiaries 


By DONALD S. C. FRASER 


(CANADA is a fast-growing country. 

It is also a dollar-earning market, 
and a number of English industrialists 
are turning their glances in that direc- 
tion. 

Already, a score or more of our lead- 
ing builders and contractors have 
opened subsidiary companies over there 
or merged with existing Canadian con- 
tractors. 

The post-war industrial development, 
housing schemes and the number of 
large-scale projects offer many building 
opportunities worth considering. 

Construction programmes in Canada 
occupy a dominant place in the national 
economy. More than one out of every 
five dollars spent on end gaods and 
services is a construction dollar. About 
ten per cent. of the people employed in 
Canada are engaged in actual construc- 
tion, and the industry employs well over 
600,000. It buys, on an average, approxi- 
mately $3,500 million worth of material 
and equipment yearly. And, according 
to the estimates of three Canadian 
economists, the industry will continue to 
boom as Canada may easily spend 
$91,200 million on new housing and 
community facilities in the next 25 
years. 

Those interested in building conditions 
in Canada will no doubt be interested 
to learn that the general procedure for 
inviting tenders, etc., varies considerably 
from our own practice here. For 
instance, the quantity surveying pro- 
fession is not recognised in Canada. 
Also, plans and specifications prepared 
by architects or engineers are far more 
detailed at the time of tendering than 
is normally the case in Britain. 

Ordinarily, the production of a build- 
ing, or other construction work, is the 
result of action by four main parties: 
(1) The owner or client; (2) the architects 
or engineers; (3) the contractor and his 
contractors and suppliers; and (4) public 
bodies concerned with safety, hygienic 
conditions and the effect of construction 
on such local considerations as com- 
munity planning, zoning, and so on. 


Firm Price Tenders 


When tenders are invited builders sub- 
mit their quotations on a firm price basis. 
No adjustments are made to the contract 
amount in the event of changes in wage 
rates or materia! costs during the execu- 
tion of the project. As the architect's 
plans are complete at the time of tender- 
ing, the owner knows what the cost of 
the project will be from the start. 

Building operations are broken down 
and the actual work is carried out by 
possibly 30 or so specialist firms co- 
ordinated by the builder called, in 
Canada, the general contractor. All 
these sub-contractors and the suppliers 
of building materials also submit their 
tenders on a firm price basis. 

A number of industrial and commer- 
cial projects are erected in the larger 


cities on a package deal basis. Leaseback 
arrangements are also quite common. In 
other words, a construction company 
will build a plant, warehouse, etc., that 
will suit the owner’s needs. The contrac- 
tor provides the plans and also installs 
the equipment. He may sell this building 
to the owner outright or rent it to him. 
These package deals are rather contro- 
versial and, of course, architects are 
strongly opposed to them. A lot of 
contractors also would just as soon avoid 
having to look after the design phases 
of the work. 

The normal procedure for an owner 
wishing to erect a plant is first to engage 
a suitable firm of architects. The struc- 
tural, mechanical and electrical engineer- 
ing may be sub-let by the architects to 
consulting engineers, or they may have 
engineers on their own staff. When the 
tendering documents are completed, an 
invited list of bidders prepared by the 
architects are allowed to tender. Six 
bidders is usually considered to be very 
adequate although it is not uncommon 
for a large number of contractors to 
submit tenders. Upon the award of the 
contract to the successful bidder, the 
architect ceases to act as agent of the 
owner and takes a new role as the inter- 
preter of the plans and specifications 
besides inspecting the work, certifying 
progress estimates for payment, and so 
on. 


Sub-letting Contracts 


Generally speaking, the contractor on 
building projects sub-lets all but the 
masonry, concrete and carpentry work 
to specialist sub-contractors. Even the 
above trades are sometimes sub-let and 
the general contractor's function is 
mainly to act as a co-ordinator of the 
project. 

Some owners by-pass the architects 
and consulting engineers entirely and 
deal only with the builder who carries 
out their instructions on a straight fee 
basis. He uses his expert knowledge of 
the construction market to advise the 
owner and architect; to place sub- 
contracts and purchase orders; and 
supervises the actual construction work. 
This procedure is followed where the 
owner wishes to award the general con- 
tract to a certain builder whose reputa- 
tion is such that competitive tenders 
from other firms are not considered 
necessary, or when work has to be com- 
menced before the plans and specifica- 
tions can be completed. In the latter 
instance, the architect, engineers and 
builders work as a team, combining their 
professional skills and practical experi- 
ence to good advantage. In rare 
instances, the builder’s fee is a percentage 
of the cost of the work, but the usual 
Canadian practice is to negotiate a fixed 
fee at the outset which is incorporated 
into the contract between the owner and 
the builder. 

In other cases, the owner will select 
a contractor and negotiate a contract 
with him without bothering to call com- 
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petitive tenders. In this event the builder 
works on a cost plus fixed fee basis or,. 
less commonly, a percentage of the cost 
of construction. Generally, however, a 
lump-sum amount is fixed or a maxi- 
mum price established. ‘Escalator 
clauses’ which allow the _ contract 
amount to be adjusted are very unusual 
in Canada. 

The Canadian contruction industry 
has many obstacles with which to con- 
tend. Local building conditions vary 
considerably, climatically and otherwise. 
The industry’s operations extend from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Oceans, and 
from the United States border to the 
Arctic. There is a great deal of differ- 
ence between the Western heat belt and 
the Arctic cold; and the shifting sands 
of the tobacco belt and the permafrost 
of the Dew Line. 


Provincial Regulations 


During the planning stage, attention 
must. be given not only to the owner's 
requests but also to local building by- 
laws and provincial regulations. Nearly 
all provinces differ in this respect. Regu- 
lations concern material standards, loads 
and stresses, adequate light exits, fire 
doors and so on. Similarly, in submitting 
bids, builders must keep in mind much 
more than basic construction costs of 
labour and materials. They must also 
consider the nature and accessibility of 
the site, the availability of men, 
machinery and materials, water power, 
the time permitted for the completion of 
the project, the degree of competition 
and the likely trend of future prices. 

It is not uncommon for a builder to 
compete for projects hundreds or even 
thousands of miles distant. Naturally, 
in bidding of this type, the builder pays 
special attention to the terrain and 
climate of the location concerned, which 
has always been a big challenge to the 
construction industry. Rugged moun- 
tains, broad rivers, muskeg (swampy 
land) and permafrost (permanently 
frozen underlayers of earth) can add 
greatly to the problems and costs of both 
construction and transport. 

Standard construction forms have 
been developed by the Canadian Con- 
struction Association, the Royal Archi- 
tectural Institute of Canada and the 
Engineering Institute of Canada. These 
documents cover the contract amount or 
fee, the general conditions of the con- 
tract agreed to by the contracting parties 
and payment and arbitration procedures. 
The standard form of contract between 
the general contractor and the sub- 
contractor states that the same general 
conditions prevail as those contained in 
the contract entered into by the general 
contractor and owner. 

Through legislation, the Canadian 
Government gives assistance in the 
financing of construction projects by 
private owners. Examples are: aid given 
by the National Housing Act; by sub- 
sidies for the construction of cold- 
storage warehouses; and by allowances 
on the depreciation of wartime industrial 
plants. Senior governments give aid to 
junior governments on public projects 
such as roads and services, schools and 
hospitals. 
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To sum up. A general contractor 
(builder) assumes over-all responsibility 
for the planning and co-ordination of 
the entire project. The general contrac- 
tor places sub-contracts and purchase 
orders, and schedules the progress of the 
work so that the various trades do their 
work in the proper sequence. When there 
is a general contractor, the architect or 
owner has to deal with only one com- 
pany rather than with many: In most 
cases the masonry or carpentry contrac- 
tors take on the function of co-ordinator, 
since the nature of their trades makes 
them familiar with the various phases 
of the work. 

It is still the normal procedure for 
general contractors to hire the trowel 
(masonry) tradesmen, carpenters and 
labourers. In some urban areas, how- 
ever, it is not uncommon for general 
contractors to sub-let the masonry work 
and even the carpentry. On the other 
hand, it is sometimes necessary for the 
general contractor to supply the labour 
for a number of the trades on prejects 
in remote areas. Sub-contracts are rela- 
tively few on engineering construction 
projects involving the use of heavy 
construction equipment. 


The Sub Sub-contractor 


With conditions as they are today 
there are even many sub sub-contractors. 
The sub-contractor responsible for the 
mechanical trades, for example, will 
usually sub-let such work as that of 
sprinkler systems, air-conditioning, insu- 
lation and temperature controls. He will 
assume over-all responsibility for these 
types of work and will co-ordinate their 
execution. 

In the Canadian construction industry, 
employers’ associations, labour unions 
and societies for the allied professions of 
architecture and engineering operate on 
the national, regional (or provincial) and 
local levels. 

The principal employers’ group is the 
Canadian onstruction Association, 
recognised by the federal government as 
one of four main national employers’ 
groups representing Canadian manage- 
ment. The Association represents the 
general building and engineering con- 
tractors; trade contractors; manufac- 
turers and suppliers of construction 
materials and equipment, and profes- 
sional and service firms allied to the 
industry. Affiliated to the Canadian Con- 
struction Association are Builders’ 
Exchanges (equivalent to our local asso- 
ciations of builders) in all the principal 
cities, the addresses of some of which are 
given at the end of this article. 

Neariy all the trade unions covering 
the building and constructional engineer- 
ing trades are affiliated with unions 
operating in Britain and the United 
States. An assessment of 4 per cent. of 
wages paid by employers and received 
by employees is levied to provide funds 
for the administration and enforcement 
of collective agreements. 

Setting up a subsidiary, or branch, in 
Canada, does not entail too many 
restrictions, financial or otherwise. It is 
the policy of the Canadian Government 
to welcome investment from England, 
and there are no obstacles to the inward 


or outward movement of capital. Also, 
companies (known as overseas trading 
corporations) managed and controlled in 
the United Kingdom but operating 
wholly overseas are not liable to United 
Kingdom income tax or profits tax on 
their trading income.

BUILDING WORK OVERSEAS 


British Contractors’ Record Output 


BRITISH contractors carried out more 
than £114m. of constructional work 
overseas during the 12 months ended 
March, 1958, states the Ministry of 
Works. This was £12m. more than in the 
previous 12 months and £27m. more than 
in the 12 months ended March, 1956. 
According to a Ministry survey more 
than 60 firms undertook work in 50 dif- 
ferent countries. The value of new con- 
tracts obtained during the year totalled 
£119m.—an increase of £17m. on the 
previous year. The value of work out- 
standing in March this year was £122m. 
—£11m. more than in March, 1957, and 
£7m. more than in March, 1956. This is 
an encouraging improvement after the 
set-back referred to in the previous year’s 
report, when the value of new contracts 
obtained dropped by £7m.* 
The figures showing the activity of British 
firms overseas are analysed below:

The value of work obtained in the sterl-. 
ing area, which includes most countries in 
the Middle East, increased substantially. In 
all, £84m. of work was obtained in 1957/58 
compared with £54m. in the previous year— 
an increase of £30m.—and compared with 
£70m. of work obtained in 1955/56. The 
total rise in the amount of work oustanding 
at the end of March was indeed almost 
entirely accounted for by the increase in 
work in the sterling area. 


Middle East Activity 


Activity by British firms in the Middle 
East section of the sterling area is confined 
largely to Persia, Iraq and Kuwait, and in 
these countries the amount of new work 
obtained and of work outstanding shows a 
considerable increase. In Iraq alone 14 firms 
have been operating and have obtained 
orders for nearly £9m. of work during 1957/ 
58—almost three times the amount 
obtained during the previous 12 months. At 
the end of March this year more than £11m. 
of work was still to be done. Similarly in 
Kuwait and Persia more than £6m. of work 
was outstanding in March this year com- 
pared with only £1m. in March, 1957. The 
improvement in this year’s results which, as 
pointed out, is mainly in the sterling area, is 
largely due to the extra work obtained in the 
Middle East countries which has put 
activity in these countries up to the level 
reached in 1955/56. It looks as if British

contractors should obtain more work in the 
area this year if the political situation is 
favourable. 


BWI, Ceylon and Ghana 


The value of new contracts obtained in 
certain parts of the Commonwealth also 
shows a marked increase particularly in the 
British West Indies, Ceylon, Ghana, India, 
Malta and Uganda. On the other hand 
there has been a fall in the amount of work 
obtained by British contractors in New Zea- 
land, Pakistan and South Africa. Although 
in Australia 12 firms obtained between them 
contracts valued at over £1m. the work on 
hand of British contractors working in the 
area continued to run down. 


The Dollar Area 


In the dollar area, in which work done in 
Canada predominates, the amount of work 
carried out during the year was some £5m. 
more than in the previous year, but the value 
of new contracts obtained fell from £35m. 
in 1956/57 to £26m. in 1957/58. This fall 
is against the trend of construction activity 
in Canada which has continued to rise—des- 
pite the levelling off of other activity and 
the drop in construction activity which has 
been occurring in the USA. In 1958 it is 
estimated that more than $7,000m., i.e. about 
£2,600m. of work will be done in Canada 
(more than 1 per cent. above the 1957 level) 
so that the share of British contractors is 
still only about 1 per cent. of the total. In- 
dustrial building in Canada is declining, but 
the housing, hospital and municipal water- 
works and sewerage programmes are still 
rising and if the economic climate in the 
USA improves industrial activity will no 
doubt soon follow suit in Canada. If the 
demand for: building work rises British 
firms should find it possible to extend their 
activities. 


It is always difficult to assess precisely 
changes in the cost of building in different 
countries and there appear to have been 
wide variations from country to country 
over the last year, ranging from an estimated 
increase of 10 per cent, in France to no 
change at all in Portugal. In Great Britain 
the cost of new building work rose by about 
1 per cent. during the year. It is hard to 
assess how much of the increases referred to 
above may, in fact, include some increase in 
prices, but no doubt some allowance needs 
to be made for this. 


The Range of Work 


The extent of the resources and ‘know- 
how’ of British contractors is shown by the 
range of work undertaken by firms operat- 
ing overseas, For example, Cementation 
were awarded a contract—valued at £850,000 
—for the construction of the first bridge to 
be built across the River Karun, in Persia; 
the contract covers the entire design and 
construction of the project which will con- 
sist of four 162 ft. spans and a centre navi- 
gation span of 179 ft. George Wimpey and 
Company were this year awarded a contract 
valued at £12m.—in the face of keen inter- 
national competition—for the construction 
of the Furnas Hydro Electric project in 
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Brazil; this contract comprises civil, mech- 
anical and electrical engineering work, John 
Brown were awarded a contract in Lower 
Austria to construct a natural gas pipe line 
system covering 160 miles, at a price of 
£l4m. A repeat contract worth £4m. has 
been received by Taylor Woodrow for a 
textile mill at Shahi, Persia. The same firm 
was awarded a £24m. contract for the ex- 
tension and reconstruction of the Nadi Air- 
port, Fiji, in association with D. B. Waite, 
an engineering company of Auckland, New 
Zealand: the contract is scheduled to be 
completed by December, 1959, and involves 
3,250,000 cu. yd. of excavation and the 
placing of 80,000 cu. yd. of concrete. 

Information regarding proposed overseas 
construction schemes continues to be 
obtained by the Board of Trade Overseas 
Officers and to be circulated to subscribers in 
“Call for Tenders’ by the Board’s Export 
Services Branch. Recent notices have in- 
cluded invitations to tender for the re-sur- 
facing of the Madula-road in the Belgian 
Congo; the construction of buildings, roads, 
etc., at five mountain sites in Turkey, and 
in Denmark for road, sewerage and housing 
work, and for the construction of a build- 
ing for the treasury and stores department of 
Tete, Portuguese East Africa. 


Nuclear Power Station Contract 


Next year’s figures will include the value 
of the civil engineering part of the overseas 
contract just obtained by one of the five 
consortiums formed to construct nuclear 
power stations. The Nuclear Power Plant 
Company, Ltd., of which the civil engineer- 
ing firm of Sir Robert McAlpine, Ltd., is a 
member, have just signed the contract for 
£10m. with the SIMEA of Italy, for the con- 
struction of a 200-megawatt nuclear power 
station to be built at Latina, near Rome. 
This is the first nuclear power station in the 
world to be exported. The United King- 
dom Atomic Energy Authority is prepared to 
supply fuel for such contracts, and now that 
it is established that the UK type of reactor 
is capable of development, further oppor- 
tunities should lie ahead. 


‘Atoms for Peace’ Exhibition 


Members of delegations from 26 countries, 
including those of the United States, Russia, 
the Commonwealth, Scandinavia and Euro- 
pean countries, have been given a chance to 
study detailed models of the largest atomic 
power station so far being built in the world, 
the Hinkley Point station (500 MW) in 
Somerset, which is being exhibited at the 
‘Atoms for Peace’ Exhibition at the Palais 
des Expositions which closes in Geneva on 
September 14. 

The exhibit is part of the stand by the 
English Electric-Babcock and Wilcox-Taylor 
Woodrow atomic power group. Other dis- 
plays in which visitors showed particular 
interest were those connected with the 
research and development achievements of 
the group’s laboratories at Whetstone, 
Leicestershire and Renfrew.

Honour for Oxford Stonemason

AUSTRALIA. — Ready -made’ factory 
sites with all essential services will become 
available in what is described as Australia’s 
first planned industrial community featuring 
a shopping centre, hotel, offices and houses 
as well as manufacturing plants. The 119- 
acre area now being developed on these lines 
is within 23 miles of the heart of Melbourne, 
where population growth and industrial 
expansion have been sustained at a remark- 
able rate over recent years. According to 
the developers, up to 15 firms may establish 
factories on the site, which is known as 
Wells Park Estate. It is considered suit- 
able for almost any type of light industry. 
Building is to start sooh on the estate, which 
is being sub-divided to form a modern 
garden-type factory area, following the 
trend for similar industrial settings so 
successful in England and the USA. Factories 
will be built back from the road and will 
be set off by trees, shrubs, gardens and 
lawns. A section has been reserved for an 
amenities block to contain offices, banks, 
canteen and a service organisation to pro- 
vide watchmen, gardeners, maintenance 
staff and even a hot lunch and tea service 
inside the factories. Sites are also available 
for petrol stations, a shopping centre, a 
hotel, a motel and a modern restaurant. In 
the. belief that companies, especially over- 
Seas Organisations building new factories 
here will need temporary or permanent 
housing for staff, developers of the estate 
have reserved 60 home sites. Housing is 
also available in a new sub-division adjoin- 
ing the estate, and plans have been dis- 
cussed for a satellite township to provide 
hundreds more homes as they are needed. 
Already many houses have been built on 
this project. Details of the scheme are 
available direct from Wells Park Estate, 414, 
Collins-street, Melbourne. 


BRAZIL.—The Clark Equipment Com- 
pany of Michigan, together with some 
Brazilian companies, have formed a com- 
pany, ‘Equipamentos Clarkmac S.A.,’ to 
build a factory in Sao Paulo for the manu- 
facture of transmission units for the motor 
vehicle industry. Contracts for more than 
US $10m. have been signed for the con- 
struction of a large coal-fired steam genera- 
ting station to be situated at Capivari 
de Baixo in the State of Santa Catarina. The 
contract provides for the establishment of a 
generating station of 100,000kW. 


CANADA.—The Hotel Corporation of 
America is planning to commence opera- 
tions shortly in Canada with a long-range 
programme. The construction of six 
motor hotels are under consideration, to be 
built and financed by local groups, and to 
be operated for them by the Corporation on 
a participant-lease basis. The first phase 
of this project will be the erection of a 200- 
room hotel in Montreal. . . . Canadian con- 
struction concerns are not submitting win- 
ning bids on tenders for United States 
military projects in this region. A $17.6m. 
project for expansion of the Ernest Harmon 
Air Force Base, at Stephenville, has been 
divided up as follows, with American con- 
struction concerns getting the bulk of the 
business: J. A. Jones Construction Com- 
pany, Charlotte, North Carolina, $7.2m. for

DOMINICAN REPU BLIC.—The

Ciudad Trujillo. The major work will be a 
two-storey building of reinforced concrete 
construction for the offices and bond ware- 
houses of the Customs. Roofing is to be of 
aluminium with a layer of acoustic material. 
Work on Strengthening the sea defences to 
the south of the port by means of large 
concrete blocks will be carried out by 
cranes and will cost a total of £71,000.

Apart 
from the heliport roof, a feature will be that 
the three bottom floors will all be accessible 
by car. The first stage of the building with 
a provisional heliport is expected to be com- 
pleted by April 1. 


PANAMA .—Preliminary studies for the 
filling-in of Panama Bay and the construc- 
tion of a harbour for coastal craft and fish- 
ing boats are now almost complete. The 
Minister of Public Works is anxious to start 
work on this project as soon as possible in 
order to complete it by 1962, so that it can 
be tied in with the construction by the 
United States Government of the bridge 
across the Canal at Balboa and the Inter- 
American Highway, both of which should 
be completed by that date. The Minister 
of Works will welcome the participation of 
foreign firms in this undertaking. . . . The 
recently created Institute of Housing and 
Urbanisation has been active during the 
quarter ended and work is finally due to start 
on the development of a new suburb and 
beach on Paitilla Point which was returned 
to Panama under the 1955 United States/ 
Panama Treaty. . . . Plans are also under 
consideration for the construction of a new 
tourist hotel on, Taboga island, . . . About 
US $3m. of the World Bank Loan of US 
$5,900,000 for read construction in Panama 
is still unspent, and the Minister of Public 
Works plans to issue calls for tender for 
more work under this project shortly. These 
will be open to internationa! bidding. The 
Panamanian Government also plans to use 
up to US $12m. of the loan which they are 
negotiating privately in New York for the 
building of roads to connect the remoter 
agricultural areas with the republic’s road 
system. As Panamanian contractors are 
already largely tied up with the Inter- 
American Highway construction, and a fair 
amount of road-making equipment will have 
to be imported, this project will probably 
be open to foreign bidding also. A survev 
is to be undertaken shortly and it is hoped 
to start work by the end of the year. ... 
The first contract for the laying of water 
mains under the water distribution project, 
started last year with United States Inter- 
national Co-operation Administration aid, is 
almost completed. Work on the second 
contract amounting to $250,000 is to start 
shortly, and tenders are now being called 
for the third contract amounting to 
$500,000. American pipe was used for the 
first contract and British for the second. 
The project covers only one of four 
Panama City suburbs to be supplied with 
water mains, and it is possible that when 
it has been completed the Administration 
will make further loans available for other 
projects. .. . A representative of the Foster 
Wheeler Corporation visited Panama 
recently to survey the site for the Panama 
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Refinery and Petro-Chemical Company’s 
plant at Portobello announced that con- 
struction will start in January. It is now 
estimated that the refinery will cost some 
US $40m. 


VENEZUELA.—The Government an- 
nounced recently that contracts worth about 
£19m. had already been awarded under the 
new budget for a number of projects. These 
include the Las Majaguas dam and irriga- 
tion project, another dam for the Water- 
works Institute in Zulia, some of the 
uncompleted sectors of the Caracas- 
Valencia highway and other road and bridge 
projects, the port works at Puerto Cabello 
and Guanta (near Puerto La Cruz) and the 
Isla de Margarita freshwater pipeline. A 
new public library is to be built in Caracas. 
The Banco Obrero is to build at Puerto 
Ordaz (for the steelworks) housing for 
22,000 people and has invited bids on pre- 
liminary earth-moving operations. ...A 
vocational school is to be built at Puerto 
Cabello for nearly £1m. to train 2,000 
skilled employees for the dry dock, petro- 
chemical plant and the Barquisimeto-Puerto 
Cabello railway.
